Claim Rejections • 35 USC §112 

1 . Claim 8 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject . 
matter which applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 8, line 7, the phrase "said binder portion" lacks antecedent 

basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102

2. Claim 3 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Mitchell, U. S. Patent 3,751,839. 

3. Mitchell teaches display device comprising a frame portion/album 
pages P, flexible hinge at 13,13', and binder portion 19 attached to the 
hinge, wherein the binder portion has the same thickness as the frame 
portion/album page P.

4. Claims 6, 7, 13, 16-20 are allowed. 

5. Claim 8 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office 
action.
